FIVE  PER  CENT.  INCREASE  FORECAST 

RETAIL  sales  by  chemists  and  photo- 
graphic shops  rose  by  6  per  cent,  in 
1964  to  just  under  £300  millions  and 
the  growth  rate  has  continued  into  the 
first  half  of  1965,  according  to  a  report 
in  Retail  Business  published  by  the 
Economist  Intelligence  Unit.  The 
figures  exclude  contributions  received 
from  National  Health  Service  dispens- 
ing. Long-term  prospects  continue  to 
be  good,  says  the  article,  for  photo- 
graphic and  cosmetic  goods.  '*  Other  " 
retailers  are  less  likely  to  be  attracted 
to  photographic  products  than  most 
other  consumer  products.  Describing 
the  current  period  as  a  "  crucial "  one 
the  article  forecasts  a  total  sales  in- 
crease by  chemists  and  photographic 
dealers  in  1965  of  5  per  cent,  over 
1964  of  which  the  independents  will 
rise  by  only  2  per  cent.,  multiples  by 
7  per  cent,  and  co-operatives,  5  per  cent. 

Ministry  Warning 

LIVER  FLUKE  AND  BLACK  DISEASE 

PROSPECTS  for  the  coming  autumn 
and  winter  are  for  a  bad  fluke  season 
in  Wales,  states  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food.  In  Eng- 
land prospects  are  slightly  better.  The 
season  is  not  likely  to  be  as  catastro- 
phic as  either  1954  or  1958,  but  it  is 
expected  to  be  slightly  worse  than 
1946 — another  recognised  bad  year  for 
the  disease.  A  high  incidence  of  disease 
is  expected  on  fluke  infested  farms  in 
Wales.  In  South  West  and  North  West 
England  incidence  is  not  expected  to  be 
quite  so  high,  but  will  be  "  in  the  upper 
range  of  the  above-average  category." 
Elsewhere  in  England  incidence  is  ex- 
pected to  be  above  average  decreasing 
from  West  to  East.  Unless  adequate 
control  measures  are  undertaken  losses 
are  expected  to  commence  towards  the 
end  of  October,  and  reach  a  peak  in 
late  December  and  early  January.  A 
high  incidence  of  black  disease  is  also 
expected  in  Wales  and  North  West 
England.  Losses  from  that  disease  are 
likely  to  commence  in  September. 

Fertility  Drugs 

INVESTIGATION  IN  B.B.C.  PROGRAMME 

"  BREAKTHROUGH  in  Fertility 
Drugs,  Cancer  and  Measles "  is  the 
subject  of  the  last  of  the  occasional 
series  "  Breakthrough  "  which  is  being 
broadcast  in  the  B.B.C.  Home  Service 
on  September  2.  In  the  programme, 
introduced  by  Mr.  Stephen  Grenfell, 
Dr.  D.  Long  (head  of  the  medical  re- 
search department,  Wellcome  Founda- 
tion), discusses  the  use  of  "  fertility  " 


drugs  and  puts  their  efficacy  into  per- 
spective. Mr.  Grenfell  has  also  visited 
the  Imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund 
laboratories  where  advances  in  the 
treatment  of  breast  cancer  have  been 
achieved.  A  doctor  on  the  staff  of  the 
National  Council  for  Medical  Research 
describes  work  being  done  in  the  freez- 
ing and  storing  of  cartilege  cells. 

Government  Chemist 

REPORT  FOR  1964 

PUBLIC  concern  about  the  misuse  and 
purity  of  drugs  is  reflected  in  the  num- 
ber of  samples  examined  for  Ministry 
of  Health  supplies,  says  the  report  for 
1964  of  the  Government  Chemist  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  8s.).  Comment- 
ing on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1964, 
the  report  says  that  cannabis  (upon 
which  closer  restrictions  were  imposed) 
has  replaced  opium  as  the  most  fre- 
quent among  the  Dangerous  Drug  sam- 
ples examined  in  the  laboratory.  It 
warns  that  with  the  stricter  control  of 
particular  drugs,  there  is  a  danger  of 
the  introduction  or  freer  use  of  un- 
controlled alternatives.  Naturally  occur- 
ring hallucinogens  such  as  mescaline, 
lysergamide,  and  the  hydroxydimethyl 
tryptamines,  including  psilocin  and 
bufotenine,  have  potential  in  that  re- 
spect. During  the  year  the  laboratory  has 
continued  measuring  the  residues  from 
chlorinated  pesticides  (such  as  ddt)  in 


animal  and  human  fat,  and  has  now 
measured  residues  in  wild  life,  birds' 
eggs  and  fatty  foods. 

A.B.P.I.  [Publicity 

PROPOSED  PLAN  IS  ABANDONED 

THE  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry  is  not  to  proceed 
with  its  proposed  publicity  campaign. 
It  was  reported  at  the  beginning  of  the 
month  that  Imperial  Chemical  Indus- 
tries, Ltd.,  had  resigned  from  member- 
ship of  the  A.B.P.I.  because  they 
thought  the  time  inopportune  for 
spending  something  like  £97,000  on 
such  a  project  (C.  &  D.,  August  7,  p. 
131).  The  A.B.P.I.  board  of  manage- 
ment on  August  24  referred  the  matter 
to  the  appropriate  committee  who  de- 
cided unanimously  that  the  project 
should  be  dropped.

Pharmacy  Week 

PROGRAMME  OUTLINED 

PHARMACISTS  wishing  to  take  part 
in  this  year's  Pharmacy  Week,  being 
held  in  Cork,  from  October  10-14,  are 
being  urged  by  the  organisers  not  to 
delay  in  completing  booking  arrange- 
ments for  accommodation.  Details  of 
the  week's  events,  and  tickets  for  the 
functions,  can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  J. 
O'Farrell,  Maxine,  Glasheen  Road, 
Cork,  or  Mr.  F.  J.  Bourke,  Iona  Park, 
Mayfield,  Cork.  Local  organisers  are 
making  an  all-out  effort  to  ensure  that 
the  function  will  be  well  up  to  the 
standard  of  previous  years.  Opening 


A  TOTAL  of  4.494,931  experiment  were 
carried  out  on  living  animals  in  Britain 
during  1964,  states  Sir  Frank  Soskice 
(Home  Secretary)  in  the  Return  of 
Experiments  performed  under  the 
Cruelty  to  Animals  Act,  1876  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  ninepence).  The 
experiments  were  performed  by  6,423 
licensees  and  some  805,428  experiments 
were  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the 
Government  Departments  and  bodies 
such  as  the  Medical  Research  Council. 
The  number  of  experiments  without 
anaesthesia  comprised  almost  90  per 
cent,  of  all  experiments  performed 
during  the  year.  The  procedures  used 
consisted  for  the  most  part  of  inocula- 
tions, external  applications  or  stimuli, 
modifications  in  diet  or  environment, 
or  administration  of  some  pharmaceu- 
tical or  biological  product,  followed  in 
each  case  by  observation  of  any  effects. 

The  animals  used  included  14,036  cats 
and  13,169  dogs.  In  the  course  of  can- 
cer investigations  625  licensees  carried 
out  343,902  experiments,  including 
88,923  performed  under  anaesthesia  and 
254,979  without  anaesthetics.  The  ani- 
mals used  included  119  cats  and  152 
dogs.  The  Report  states  that  for  the 
purpose  of  public  health  or  directly 
for  the  diagnosis  of  disease  in  man  or 
other  animals  244,432  experiments  were 
made.  Of  the  experiments  carried  out 
with  substances  intended  for  use  in  the 
treatment  of  disease  in  man  and  other 
animals,  1,411,872  were  mandatory 
tests  for  the  standardisation  of  sera, 
vaccines  or  drugs  required  under  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1956  and 
the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950. 
The  Report  points  out  that  similar 
tests  are  required  by  leglislation  in 
countries  overseas  to  which  drugs 
might  be  exported.  During  the  course 
of  the  year,  2,170  visits,  mostly  without 
previous    notice,    were   paid   by  the

Inspectors  to  registered  laboratories.  In 
seven  cases  where  irregularities  were 
noted  it  was  concluded  that  there  had 
been  no  deliberate  intention  of  evading 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  that 
it  sufficed  to  send  the  person  concerned 
a  letter  of  admonition  and  warning 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  in  which 
the  need  for  scrupulous  observance  of 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  was 
stressed. 

"  Political  "  Considerations 

The  Universities  Federation  for 
Animal  Welfare,  commenting  on  the 
number  of  animals  used  for  experi- 
ments, state :  "A  large  proportion  of 
such  procedures  are  concerned  with 
toxicity-testing,  which  has  greatly  in- 
creased since  the  thalidomide  tragedy 
was  so  dramatised  as  to  give  rise  to 
a  panic.  In  our  view,  which  seems  to 
be  shared  by  most  scientists  who  have 
a  knowledge  of  the  subject,  many  of 
the  tests  are  necessitated  by  what  may 
be  called  '  political '  rather  than  scien- 
tific considerations  and  are,  in  fact, 
valueless,  entailing  a  wasteful  use  of 
animals;  moreover,  in  other  cases  it 
may  well  become  possible  to  improve 
the  technique  from  a  humane  point  of 
view. 

UFAW  is  accordingly  about  to  set 
on  foot,  under  the  guidance  of  its 
expert  Scientific  Advisory  Committee,  a 
three  years'  investigation  of  toxicity- 
testing,  centred  in  the  Medical  School 
in  the  University  of  Birmingham  and 
directed  by  one  of  the  most  eminent 
authorities  on  the  subject.  This  under- 
taking will  cost  at  least  £30,000,  but 
while  its  primary  object  is  to  save 
animals  from  useless  suffering  it  is 
almost  certain  to  lead  also  to  results 
beneficial  to  human  medicine,  if  the 
requisite  financial  support  can  be  ob- 
tained." 


Lourdes  Pilgrimage 

SOME  PARTICIPANTS  RECEIVE  MEDALS 

THERE  were  fifty  participants  in  the 
annual  Irish  pharmaceutical  pilgrimage 
to  Lourdes,  August  2-15.  The  group 
took  part  in  various  religious  exercises 
and  helped  in  looking  after  the  needs 
of  the  sick.  They  were  congratulated 
on  their  work  at  an  eve-of-departure 
dinner  by  Right  Rev.  Monsignor  Vis- 
caro  (Rector  of  the  Sanctuary  and 
Count  de  la  Poeze,  President  of  The 
Hospitality).  A  number  of  the  pilgrims 
were  presented  with  medals  in  recog- 
nition of  their  work  in  tending  the  sick 
and  helping  with  nursing  operations. 
Miss  Tierney,  Clones,  was  awarded  the 
silver  medal  of  the  Seven  Dolours. 

Students'  Congress 

PREPARATIONS  COMPLETE 

ALL  is  now  in  readiness  for  the 
eleventh  Congress  of  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Students'  Federation 
being  held  in  Bray,  co.  Wicklow  (Sep- 
tember 1-11).  The  Congress  will  be  for- 
mally opened  by  the  Minister  for 
Health  (Mr.  O'Malley),  and  it  is  expec- 
ted that  over  160  students  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  will  attend.  A  team 
of  interpreters  has  been  engaged  and 
headphones  are  being  installed  in  the 
congress  hotel  to  carry  the  deliberations 
"  live "  in  the  tongues  of  the  various 
countries  represented. 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

AUSTRALIA 

Inoculations  Against  Polio 

It  has  been  estimated  that  2  mil- 
lion injections  of  polio  vaccine  have 
been  given  in  South  Australia  by  the 
Public  Health  Department's  polio  ser- 
vice. About  650,000  persons  in  the 
State  have  had  three  or  more  injections. 
The  Salk  campaign  started  in  lune 
1956,  in  which  year  there  were  122 
cases  of  polio  with  three  deaths.  In 
1951  there  had  been  nearly  1,500  cases 
including  sixty-two  deaths.  The  last 
case  reported  in  South  Australia  was 
in  October  1963. 

ITALY 

Report  on  Drug  Industry 

AN  Italian  Parliamentary  Committee 
inquiring  into  monopolies  in  that  coun- 
try has  found  that  out  of  the  average 
retail  price  of  medicinals  the  actual 
cost  of  the  components,  packaging  and 
labour  accounted  for  less  than  40  per 
cent.,  the  remainder  being  accounted 
for  by  other  costs,  of  which  advertis- 
ing and  free  samples  to  doctors  accoun- 
ted for  the  greater  part.  The  Commit- 
tee's report  is  to  be  delivered  to  Parlia- 
ment next  month.  The  report  expresses 
considerable  regret  for  the  all  but  com- 
plete disappearance  of  the  practice  for 
pharmacists  to  make  up  simple  medi- 
cines and  prescriptions  most  are  now 
being  prescibed  under  a  patented 
name.  There  are  over  19,000  medicines 
with  patented  names  in  Italy,  and 
26.000  different  packagings  of  them.  In 
the  course  of  its  investigations  the 
Committee  found  that  no  less  than 
nineteen  replicas  of  an  original  product 
were  being  marketed. 


EXPERIMENTS  ON  ANIMALS 

Official  Returns  for  1964 
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names  by  small  companies.  The  phar- 
maceutical company  which  had  dis- 
covered and  developed  the  drug  at  a 
high  cost  had  lost  25  per  cent,  of  the 
market  to  the  replicas.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

The  changing  scene 

I  referred  a  week  ago  to  the  upheaval  in  the  lives  of  the  older  genera- 
tion envisaged  by  the  slow,  relentless  march  toward  a  world  geared  to 
the  metric  system.  Many  in  pharmacy  today  have  already  passed  through 
other  great  revolutions  in  practice,  having  witnessed  the  decline  of  the 
extemporaneously  prescribed  and  compounded  medicine  ;  the  emergence 
of  the  powerful  single  drug,  in  capsule  or  tablet  form,  and  the  dominance 
of  the  laboratory  and  factory  product.  All  of  that  was  inevitable,  for 
many  of  the  medicines  of  today  do  not  lend  themselves  to  individual 
production,  no  matter  how  skilled  or  how  willing.  But  that  has  not  led  to 
the  atrophy  of  the  particular  accomplishments  which  were  so  much  a  part 
of  the  composition  of  the  older  pharmacist.  Rather  have  those  qualities 
been  forced  into  a  form  of  hibernation,  broken  occasionally  by  the  inspira- 
tion of  a  physician  of  the  same  vintage  who,  though  not  unaware  of  the 
power  and  the  convenience  of  the  present-day  ammunition,  has  found 
that,  in  his  observation  and  his  experience,  there  are  still  some  simple  and 
well-tried  remedies  which  might  bring  about  the  desired  result.  Such  medi- 
cines need  no  publicity,  printed  or  vocal.  They  have  no  side-effects,  and 
their  safety  has  been  proved  by  their  extensive  use  throughout  generations 
of  medical  practice.  And  some  of  the  more  elderly  physicians  persist  in 
prescribing  the  old  and  the  tried  with  astonishing  success  and  with  what 
must  appear,  to  the  persuasive  propagandist  of  the  latest  from  the  labora- 
tory, to  amount  almost  to  perverseness.  They  have,  out  of  keen  observa- 
tion and  the  wisdom  which  comes  only  from  experience,  cultivated  the 
ways  of  Sydenham  and  others  of  earlier  times,  who  believed  that  it  was 
necessary  to  establish  the  nature  of  the  illness  before  commencing  treat- 
ment. Not  for  them  the  immediate  attack  with  the  newest  "  blanket  "  drug, 
which  might  suppress  symptoms  and  obscure  the  true  nature  of  the  afflic- 
tion. There  was  a  time  when  the  blunderbuss  prescription  was  despised — 
and  with  good  reason.  I  think  it  was  Heberden  who  threw  doubt  first  on 
the  efficacy  of  the  composite  and  all-embracing  preparations  known  as  the 
theriaca.  But  the  literature  of  some  of  the  modern  products  might  almost 
suggest  that  the  blunderbuss  has  been  replaced  with  something  out  of  the 
atomic  age,  with  a  much  wider  and  much  more  devastating  arc  of  fire. 

Attendant  problems 

The  changes  in  practice  have  brought  about  changes  in  the  character 
of  what  used  to  be  generally  referred  to  as  "  the  wholesale."  It  was  a  far 
from  accurate  description  of  an  essential  part  of  the  pharmaceutical 
scene,  for  such  centres  of  distribution  were  engaged  in  much  more  than 
wholesale  dealing.  They  had  arisen  in  the  first  place  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  pharmacists  who,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  found  it  impracticable 
to  continue  the  small  scale  manufacturing  of  galenicals  in  their  own  phar- 
macies. It  was  natural  that  the  larger  establishment,  making  considerable 
quantities  of  tinctures  and  ointments,  should  find  ready  acceptance  of  their 
products.  And  for  many  years  it  was  the  practice  of  the  representatives  of 
such  manufacturing  houses  to  solicit  orders  for  their  own  galenicals.  But 
now,  with  almost  dramatic  suddenness,  the  picture  has  changed. 

Rationalisation 

The  demand  for  galenicals  has  fallen,  and  a  natural  outcome  is  that 
their  manufacture  should  be  undertaken  by  fewer  firms,  some  of  which 
specialise  in  what  has  now  become  a  rarer  field.  But  I  have  observed  that, 
in  the  case  of  the  less  popular  galenicals,  there  may  be  considerable  delay 
in  supply,  if,  in  fact,  they  arrive  at  all.  There  seems  to  be  a  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  firms  once  so  eager  to  sell  their  own  galenicals, 
to  keep  comprehensive  stocks.  And,  in  fact,  we  may  experience,  in  the 
midst  of  modern  development,  a  throw-back  to  the  small  scale  manufac- 
ture of  some  of  the  rarer  galenicals  in  the  pharmacy  itself.  The  skills,  as  I 
have  said,  are  only  dormant,  and  in  some  cases  the  apparatus,  perched  in 
inaccessible  loneliness  on  a  top  shelf,  is  being  rescued  from  obscurity, 
washed,  and  pressed  into  service. 
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Domestic  Accidents 

POISONING  ASPECTS  INCLUDED  IN  W.H.O.  PAPER 


DOMESTIC  Accidents  are  the  subject 
of  a  Public  Health  Paper  (No.  26) 
issued  by  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  10s.). 
The  author,  Professor  E.  Maurice 
Backett  (professor  of  social  medicine, 
University  Aberdeen),  reviews  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  domestic  acci- 
dent problem,  its  epidemiology,  and 
steps  in  its  control  and  prevention. 
Poisoning,  he  says,  is  second  or  third 
in  importance  as  an  external  cause  of 
fatal  domestic  accidents  in  developed 
countries.  Of  all  such  accidents  poison- 
ing and  gassing  account  for  9  per  cent, 
in  Canada,  8  per  cent,  in  the  United 
States,  16  per  cent,  in  Japan,  over  22 
per  cent,  in  England  and  Wales  and 
over  30  per  cent,  in  Scotland  (which  in 
that  respect  "  leads  the  world "). 
Throughout  the  world  children  are 
specially  vulnerable.  However,  death 
rates  rise  with  age  in  most  countries 
for  which  figures  are  available. 

Estimates  of  the  extent  of  preventa- 
bility  should  be  irrelevant,  he  says, 
since  it  is  hard  to  think  of  any  domes- 
tic poisoning  that  is  not  preventable 
with  reasonable  care.  Area  and  the  cul- 
ture both  influence  poisoning  patterns, 
which  depend  upon  local  custom  (for 
example,  the  way  medicines  are  pres- 
cribed) and  the  local  availability  of 
substances.  In  the  West,  special  hazards 
arise  from  the  resemblance,  in  appear- 


ance and  colour,  between  certain 
sweets,  and  tablets  containing  danger- 
ous drugs,  and  the  similarity  in  appear- 
ance of  substances  such  as  bleach 
solution  and  familiar  drinks.  "  There 
is  a  strong  case  for  firm  legislative 
action  where  one  product  that  is  harm- 
ful resembles  another  normally  eaten. 
When  both  are  sugar  coated,  and  there- 
fore taste  the  same,  the  matter  is 
urgent."  The  writer  believes  that  to 
distinguish  between  the  two  by  printed 
labels  is  of  little  value  because  small 
children  are  the  most  frequent  victims 
and  they  are  likely  to  be  influenced 
more  by  shape,  taste  and  colour  than 
by  printed  labels. 

In  most  studies  of  poisoning  between 
one  third  and  one  half  of  the  cases 
have  resulted  from  taking  medicine. 
"  It  seems  likely  that  the  bottle  of 
medicine — unpleasant  alike  in  taste, 
smell  and  appearance — which  was  the 
more  usual  way  of  prescribing  reme- 
dies until  about  twenty  years  ago, 
would  be  less  attractive  to  children 
than  the  tablets  and  capsules  of  today." 
"  Society  has  a  clear  choice :  The 
price  that  must  be  paid  for  the  attrac- 
tive colours,  sugar  coverings  and  pleas- 
ing shapes  of  tablets  containing  danger- 
ous drugs  can  be  measured  in  at  least 
a  few  child  lives  each  year  and  we 
must  decide  whether  we  wish  to  pay 
this  price." 


Some  steps  in  preventing  poisoning 
from  drugs  are  outlined  by  Professor 
Backett.  He  praises  the  container  for 
drugs  having  a  spring  clip  cap  that  must 
be  pressed  sharply  before  it  opens  (and 
is  therefore  difficult  for  children  to 
open)  which  he  says  is  used  by  some 
dispensing  pharmacists  for  dangerous 
tablets  and  capsules — the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  purchaser.  He  also  sug- 
gests that  physicians  should  warn 
patients  of  dangers  associated  with 
taking  alcohol  and  certain  drugs  at  the 
same  time;  of  the  danger  of  keeping 
sleeping  tables  at  the  bedside  table,  and 
the  consequences  of  keeping  dangerous 
drugs  in  open  cupboards  that  can  be 
reached  by  children.  An  important 
part  in  domestic  poisoning  is  played 
by  the  increasing  numbers  of  insecti- 
cides and  rodenticides.  Inadequate 
labelling  and  the  habit  of  keeping  such 
poisons  in  the  kitchen  have  been  fac- 
tors in  some  fatal  poisonings. 

Summing  up  his  section  on  poison- 
ing, Professor  Backett  says  that  cura- 
tive medicine  has  only  a  limited  con- 
tribution to  make  in  solving  the  domes- 
tic accident  problem.  "  Perhaps  a 
systematic  and  regular  scrutiny  of  all 
household  substances  by  an  indepen- 
dent body  with  individual  advice  where 
possible  from  the  family  doctor  and 
health  department  visitors  might  help 
to  prevent  these  accidents."

Dangerous  Chemicals 

REPORT  CRITICISES  SALES  TO  SCHOOLBOYS 


THE  apparent  ease  with  which  school- 
boys have  been  able  to  obtain  quanti- 
ties of  dangerous  chemicals  is  a  dis- 
turbing feature  of  a  number  of  cases 
investigated  by  the  Inspectors  of  Ex- 
plosives and  mentioned  in  their  annual 
report  for  1964  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
three  shillings).  The  inspectors  state 
"  We  should  be  grateful  if  suppliers 
of  these  substances  would  assure  them- 
selves of  the  bona  fides  of  customers 
before  agreeing  to  despatch." 

They  report  a  significant  reduction 
to  fourteen  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
illegal  manufacture  brought  to  their  no- 
tice in  1964.  The  previous  year's  figure 
of  twenty-nine  "  was  itself  encouraging 
in  view  of  the  fifty-three  cases  in  1962.'" 
Illegal  manufacture  of  explosives  was 
highly  dangerous,  and  most  involved 
compositions  which,  if  they  were  made 
at  all,  would  only  be  authorised  for 
manufacture  under  the  strict  conditions 
laid  down  in  factories  licensed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Reference  is  made 
to  the  death  of  a  boy  from  the  explo- 
sion of  a  bomb  containing  a  chlorate 
mixture.  The  notebook  of  the  boy  was 
found  to  contain  instructions  for  the 
manufacture  of  dynamite  "  which  may 
well  have  resulted  in  an  accident  if 
attempted.  It  is  clear  that  he  had  prob- 
ably been  carrying  out  dangerous  ex- 
periments over  a  period  of  time/'  The 
inspector's  point  out  that  the  majority 
of  cases  of  which  they  were  aware 
involved  young  people  and  "  it  would 
be  helpful  if  there  were  more  parental 
control  over  these  activities." 

Illegal  Manufacture 

Each  of  the  fourteen  cases  of  illegal 
manufacture  reported  to  the  inspectors 
resulted  in  personal  injury  of  some 
gravity.  One  boy  was  killed,  three  lost 
hands  and  eighteen  others  were  seriously 
injured  in  various  ways:  the  mother  of 
one  of  them  was  also  injured.  In  one 


case  a  sixteen-year-old  youth  obtained 
large  quantities  of  a  range  of  hazard- 
ous chemicals  from  a  firm  of  scientific 
instrument  makers.  He  was  mixing 
some  of  them  with  the  object  of  pro- 
ducing a  rocket  propellent,  when  they 
exploded,  causing  him  serious  facial 
injuries.  The  sight  of  one  eye  was  lost 
completely  and  the  other  was  perman- 
ently affected.  Two  schoolboys,  who 


had  obtained  chemicals  from  a  labora- 
tory supplies  company,  were  exploding 
"  bombs  "  made  in  milk  tins  containing 
mixtures  of  those  materials.  One  such 
explosion  resulted  in  the  death  of  the 
older  boy  and  serious  injuries  to  the 
younger. 

Other  incidents  concerned  the  misuse 
of  sodium  chlorate-sugar  mixtures  and 
one  silver  acetylide. 


NEW  SURREY  RESEARCH  CENTRE 

Ambitious  programme  for  laboratories  ready  in  1967 


PLANNING  permission  has  been  re- 
ceived for  Lilly  Research  Centre,  Ltd., 
to  construct  a  new  £1 -million  research 
station  at  Windlesham.  Surrey,  on  pro- 
perty acquired  earlier  in  the  year.  It 
is  hoped  to  begin  construction  early  in 
1966  and  completion  is  due  in  1967. 

Facilities  will  comprise  three  new 
single-storey  buildings  as  well  as  ad- 
ministrative offices  sited  in  Erl  Wood 
House,  which  was  originally  built 
in  the  late  eighteenth  century.  The  new 
buildings  are  designed  to  harmonise 
with  the  existing  house  and  landscape 
and  all  laboratories  are  all  to  be  on 
external  walls  with  a  centre  core  of 
rooms  containing  all  special  research 
facilities.  Flexibility  and  service  feed, 
of  vital  importance  in  a  research  unit, 
are  achieved  by  a  system  of  inter-com- 
municating underground  service  tunnels 
running  the  length  of  each  building,  to 
be  used  for  easy  maintenance,  addition 
of  service  and  for  waste  disposal.  The 
buildings  are  designed  on  a  special 
modular  dimension  to  facilitate  expan- 
sion or  contraction  of  departments  as 
the  research  programme  changes. 

It  is  intended  that  the  new  labora- 
tories will  complement  but  in  no  way 
duplicate  the  work  carried  out  by 
Lilly's  1,500  strong  research  and  de- 
velopment    group     in  Indianapolis, 


U.S.A.,  and  a  considerable  increase  in 
research  expenditure — which  rose  to  a 
record  $27  millions  (£9-6  millions)  in 
1964 — is  foreseen.  Initial  research  pro- 
grammes will  be  concentrated  on  anti- 
rheumatic and  anti-inflammatory  drugs; 
parasitic  tropical  diseases  including  bil- 
harzia,  amoebiasis,  tryponosomiasis 
and  malaria;  anti-bacterial  agents: 
mode  of  action  and  metabolism  of 
drugs:  toxicology;  pure  chemical  re- 
search; chemical  analysis  and  phar- 
maceutical research  including  problems 
of  speed  of  release  and  absorption, 
depot  action  and  general  stability.  The 
programme  will  provide  work  for  80 
graduates,  of  whom  about  half  will  hold 
higher  degrees. 

According  to  tradition,  Erl  Wood 
House,  which  stands  in  47  acres  of 
garden  and  parkland,  was  used  as  a 
hunting  lodge  by  William  Frederick, 
Duke  of  Gloucester  (1776-1834),  an 
enlightened,  liberal  nephew  of  George 
III,  who  fought  for  the  abolition  of 
slavery  and  the  right  of  Roman  Catho- 
lics to  sit  in  Parliament.  By  1829  Erl 
Wood  was  the  residence  of  Sir  Edmund 
Currey  (Gloucester's  A.D.C.  and  Comp- 
troller of  his  Household)  who  lived 
there  until  his  death  in  1842.  Since  then 
it  has  been  used  as  a  private  residence 
and  more  lately  as  offices.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 
Unauthorised 

An  Indian  ships'  galley  boy  was  alleged 
to  have  cannabis  in  his  possession,  the 
black  market  value  of  it  being  £10,000, 
said  a  police  officer,  prosecuting  at 
Liverpool  city  magistrates'  court  on 
August  17.  Ambrose  Dourado  was 
charged  with  being  in  unauthorised 
possession  of  16  lb.  of  cannabis,  and 
was  remanded  in  custody. 

Teenage  Drugtakers 

Two  Halifax  teenagers  who,  at  an 
earlier  hearing,  admitted  they  had  been 
taking  drugs,  including  "  purple  hearts  " 
for  twelve  months,  were  placed  on 
probation  for  two  years  when  they 
appeared  on  remand  at  Halifax 
borough  court,  on  August  20.  Two 
days  previously  Arthur  Broadbent. 
Hartley  Street,  Halifax,  and  Raymond 
Lesley  Smith,  Primrose  Street,  Hali- 
fax, were  remanded  on  bail  for  a  pro- 
bation officer's  report  and  pleaded 
"  guilty "  to  breaking  into  the  phar- 
macy of  Gibson  Dixon,  Ltd.,  Old  Mar- 
ket, Halifax,  and  stealing  tablets  worth 
f  1  2s.  6d.  A  probation  officer  told  the 
court  after  the  remand  that  he  did  not 
think  that  in  either  case  there  was  any 
question  of  any  serious  addiction  to 
drugs.  The  chairman  told  Smith  and 
Broadbent :  "  We  want  to  impress 
upon  you  how  terrible  this  habit  can 
become.  It  can  ruin  your  whole  lives. 
It  is  as  well  you  have  been  caught  at 
this  early  stage." 

Illegal  Possession 

At  Birmingham  magistrates'  court  on 
August  20,  Aston  Alexander  Kelly,  108 
Ingoes  Lane,  Kirkby,  Liverpool,  denied 
that  he  travelled  to  Birmingham  to  sell 
"  purple  hearts "  tablets.  He  pleaded 
guilty  to  having  185  such  tablets  in  his 
possession.  He  was  fined  £50  and  81 
days  in  prison  in  default.  For  the  pro- 
section  it  was  said  that  police  officers, 
acting  on  information  saw  Kelly  get 
off  a  train  at  New  Street  Station,  Bir- 
mingham, and  he  went  from  there  to 
Varna  Road,  Edgbaston.  At  premises 
there  he  was  stopped  by  a  police  con- 
stable and  the  tablets  were  in  his  pos- 
session. Kelly  told  the  officers :  "  I 
have  a  few  myself.  You  known  I  am 
ill."  Kelly  was  suffering  from  a  heart 
and  lung  complaint  and  he  had  some 
yellow  tablets  in  his  possession  pre- 
scribed for  him  by  a  doctor.  But  "pur- 
ple heart "  tablets  had  not  been  pre- 
scribed. "  It  seems  he  was  coming  to 
Birmingham  to  sell  them  at  a  profit. 
He  says  he  paid  £5  for  them  and  could 
get  £100."  Kelly  was  reported  to  have 
had  a  previous  conviction  for  having 
Indian  hemp  in  his  possession. 

Hi- jacking  Lorries 

Sending  two  men  to  prison  for  a  year 
foi  attempting  to  take  and  drive  away 
an  articulated  lorry  and  steal  its  £3,000 
load  of  chemist's  merchandise,  and 
other  offences  involving  a  car,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Highgate  magistrates  on 
August  18  said  "  You  are  both  here 
really  for  planned  crimes  for  hi-jacking 
lorries,  which  is  going  on  much  too 
much  and  is  becoming  not  only  a  crime 
but  a  trade."  Before  the  court  William 
Arthur  Toogood,  122  Holly  Park  Road, 


Southgate,  London,  N.ll,  a  casual 
labourer,  and  Alexander  Beatts,  16 
Roberts  Road,  High  Wycombe,  Bucks, 
a  garage  assistant,  pleaded  guilty  to 
attempting  to  take  away  the  lorry  on 
August  13  at  Bramber  Road,  North 
Finchley;  attempting  to  steal  a  quantity 
of  chemist's  merchandise  worth  £3,000 
belonging  to  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.; 
and  other  offences  concerning  a  Hum- 
ber  car.  A  police  officer  said  the  mer- 
chandise was  sent  from  a  depot  in  Not- 
tingham to  a  depot  in  London.  The 
driver  from  Nottingham  drove  to  Finch- 
ley  and  left  the  lorry,  locked  outside 
another  driver's  address.  The  Notting- 
ham driver  and  the  London  driver  both 
had  keys  for  each  other's  lorry  and 
the  Nottingham  driver  took  the  London 
driver's  lorry  back  to  his  depot  and 
vice  versa.  On  August  13  the  daughter 
of  a  neighbour  of  the  Finchley  driver 
saw  the  defendants  acting  suspiciously. 
Beatts  was  seen  forcing  the  door  of  the 
cab  and  Toogood  then  got  into  the  cab 
and  attempted  to  release  the  handbrake. 
The  police  were  called  and  the  defen- 
dants were  detained.  They  later  ad- 
mitted having  taken  away  a  car  from 
Wembley.  The  police  officer  said  Boots 
Pure  Drug  Co.  had  no  knowledge  that 
loaded  lorries  were  being  left  in  the 
street  overnight  and  since  the  offences 
had  occurred  the  practice  had  been 
stopped.

Boosting  Pyrethrum  Production. — An 

article  in  last  week's  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (p.  181)  described  how  Staf-

pyrethrum  industry  in  collaboration 
with  the  Administration  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Papua  and  New  Guinea.  Whilst 
tracing  the  background  history  to  the 
project  the  third  paragraph  inadver- 
tently said  that  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen 
had,  in  1960,  been  invited  to  look  into 
the  possibility  of  growing  pyrethrum 
commercially  in  North  Borneo.  It 
should,  of  course,  have  read  New 
Guinea.  We  regret  any  embarrassment 
caused  to  the  Administration  and 
Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  by  the  mistake. 

Historical  Exhibition  in  Edinburgh. 

— For  the  first  week  of  Edinburgh  Fes- 
tival, Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  had  their 
"250  Years  in  the  service  of  Medicine" 
exhibition  on  view  in  Adam  House.

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SHOPFITTING  NOTES 


Automatic  Door  Closers. — Two  new 

automatic  door  closers  (a  light-duty  and 
a  heavy-duty  model)  that  also  act  as 
door  stops  have  been  introduced  into 
the  United  Kingdom  from  Australia 
by  Thomas  Budden,  Ltd.,  Sidcup,  Kent. 
They  work  on  a  pneumatic  air  check 
principle.  Their  closing  speeds  may  be 


regulated,  and  each  is  fitted  with  a 
door-stop  washer  for  holding  a  door 
open  in  any  position  up  to  90°.  The 
Premier  Warlan  No.  2  is  actuated  by  a 
strong  spring,  the  tension  of  which  is 
variable  to  cater  for  the  different 
weights  of  doors.  Like  the  other  models, 
its  cylinder,  approximately  1  ft.  long, 
travels  on  a  rod  that  pivots  from  the 
door  frame  as  the  door  is  opened  and 
closed.  The  valves  at  each  end  of  the 
cylinder  are  made  of  plastic  to  facili- 
tate easy  servicing.  The  Lane  door 
closer,  for  lighter  use,  is  in  metallic 
grey  finish.  The  model  incorporates  a 
patented  bracket  for  mounting  to  the 
door. 

New  Constructional  Units. — Dexion, 
Ltd.,  Empire  Way,  Wembley,  Middle- 
sex, have  added  a  perforated  tube  to 
their  Speedframe  square-tube  construc- 
tion system.  Available  in  both  black 
and  grey,  it  is  offered  for  use  in  window 
displays,  storage  racks  and  counters, 
wherever,  in  fact,  adjustability  at  low 
cost  is  a  key  factor.  The  tube  itself  is 
of  1-in.  diameter,  18-gauge  cold-rolled 
mild  steel  punched  on  one  face  with 
j-in.  diameter  holes  at  2-in.  centres. 
Adjustable  shelf  brackets  that  drop 
easily  into  the  perforations  of  the  tube 


are  also  supplied;  they  are  drilled  with 
one    i'ff-in.   hole  to  make  it  easy  to 


screw  the  shelf  in  position  if  desired. 
With  the  quick  and  simple  adjustment 
offered  by  the  new  perforated  Speed- 
frame,  its  use  in  display,  storage  and 
shopfitting  should  become  even  more 
extensive.

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Testing  Drugs  for  Safety 

AN  INDEPENDENT  SERVICE  TO  INDUSTRY 


THE  knowledge  that  drugs  can  have 
toxic  as  well  as  beneficial  effects  does 
not  stem,  as  might  appear  from  the 
newspapers,  from  thalidomide.  Phar- 
macists know  well  that  tests  for  such 
effects  have  long  been  part  and  parcel 
of  the  search  for  therapeutically  active 
compounds. 

What  has,  however,  developed  re- 
markably in  recent  years  is  the  means 
whereby  new  compounds  are  screened 
for  undesirable  effects.  To  such  a  de- 
gree has  progress  been  made  in  that 
field  that  today  few  drug  manufactur- 
ing companies  are  able  to  assemble 
and  retain  on  a  full-time  basis  all  the 
necessary  facilities  and  technical  staff 
or  to  accumulate  the  "  know-how  "  in- 
volved in  them.  An  opening  has  thus 
been  created  for  organisations  pre- 
pared to  undertake  long-term  toxicity 
testing  on  behalf  of  others.  Such  an 
organisation  is  the  Huntingdon  Re- 
search Centre,  Huntingdon. 

Origins  of  the  Centre 

The  Centre  started  in  the  early  1950's 
as  a  private  consultant  and  research 
practice,  concentrating  mainly  on  nutri- 
tional studies.  In  1959  it  was  acquired 
by  the  newly-formed  Nutritional  Re- 
search Unit,  Ltd.,  under  whose  owner- 
ship it  functioned  as  an  independent 
body  until  December  1964,  when  its 
shares  were  taken  up  by  Becton  Dickin- 
son &  Co.,  Rutherford,  New  Jersey, 
U.S.A.  The  Centre  continues  to  be 
operated  by  its  British  management, 
with  Alastair  N.  Worden  (son  of 
the  joint  founder)  as  chairman  (see 
C.  &  £>.,  December  19.  1964,  p.  605), 
and  the  association  with  the  American 
company  has  enabled  financial  re- 
sources to  be  strengthened  without 
interfering  with  the  Centre's  profes- 
sional independence. 

At  present  about  25  per  cent,  of 
the  work  carried  on  at  the  Centre  is 
for  British  manufacturers,  25  per  cent, 
for  American  concerns,  and  the  re- 
maining 50  per  cent,  for  European 
industry.  Services  offered  to  industry 
cover  the  whole  field  of  toxicological 
research,  investigation  of  the  efficacy 
and  side  effects  of  drugs,  pesticide 
analysis  and  the  examination  of  food 
additives  and  food  products,  and  in 
those  fields  the  Centre  is  probably 
the  largest  independent  organisation 
in  Europe,  and  thought  to  be  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  world. 

A  client  may  bring  the  Centre  into 
his  testing  procedure  for  a  new  com- 
pound at  any  stage  in  development. 
Thus  if  he  has  few  facilities  of  his 
own,  the  Centre  will  screen  the  com- 
pound for  the  whole  range  of  phar- 
macological activity,  investigate  its 
toxicity  and,  if  satisfactory,  take  it 
through  its  clinical  trials.  More  usually, 
however,  manufacturers  carry  out  their 
own  screening  and  investigate  the  acute 
toxicity  (i.e.,  the  effect  in  animals  of 
short-term  high  dosages)  before  hand- 
ing the  compound  over  for  long-term 
administration  at  doses  closer  to  the 
expected  therapeutic  level  (chronic 
toxicity).  The  reports  prepared  on  those

studies  are  used  mainly  to  support 
submissions  to  the  Dunlop  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Drugs  or  the  American 
Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 
For  those  pur- 
poses the  vast 
experience  of 
the  Centre's  staff 
can  be  invalu- 
able to  the 
client,  who  may 
be  saved  the 
cost  of  unnec- 
cessary  tests  or 
additional  sub- 
missions if  the 
correct  "  proto- 
col "  of  testing 
is  undertaken 
from  the  start. 
Proof  that  such  a  service  is  of  sub- 
stantial benefit  to  manufacturers  is  to 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  80  per  cent, 
of  the  Centre's  clients  are  large  com- 
panies, including  most  of  the  familiar 
names  in  the  British  and  continental 
pharmaceutical  industry. 

The  difficulties  that  would  face  a 
small  laboratory  carrying  out  long-term 
tests  may  be  seen  from  the  nature  of 
the  tests.  For  new  drugs  two  tests  are 
normally  required — one  with  a  rodent 
(usually  rats),  the  other  with  a  non- 
rodent  (usually  dogs).  The  rodent  test 
may  involve  four  groups  each  com- 
prising up  to  fifty  male  and  fifty 
female  animals.  Three  groups  are  given 
the  drug  at  various  dose  levels,  while 
the  fourth  serves  as  a  control.  The 
top  dose  level  is  that  at  which  the 
drug  shows  some  evidence  of  toxicity. 
The  low  dose  is  that  equivalent  (in 
mgm./kilo)  likely  to  obtain  in  prac- 
tice in  man,  and  the  third  dose  is  at 
an  intermediate  level  that  provides  an 
appropriate  "  safety  "  margin. 

Six-month  Studies 

Long-term  tests  on  each  compound 
are  continued  for  six  months  or  more, 
during  which  period  food  consumption 
and  body  weight  are  recorded,  and 
urine  analysis  and  blood  haematology 
and  biochemistry  are  regularly  per- 
formed. In  certain  circumstances  liver 
or  kidney  function  tests  may  be  car- 
ried out.  There  is  also  continuous  ob- 
servance of  the  animals"  clinical  con- 
dition and  abnormal  behaviour  is 
noted.  At  the  end  of  the  period  a  com- 
plete autopsy  of  top-dose  level  and 
control  groups  is  performed  and  exten- 
ded as  required  to  the  lower-dose 
levels.  An  evaluation  of  all  findings 
is  provided  to  the  client  by  the  patholo- 
gist and  toxicologist.  Similar  tests 
though  on  much  smaller  numbers  of 
animals  are  carried  out  on  the  non- 
rodent.  Currently  the  trend  is  towards 
more  (and  more  elaborate)  tests  on 
fewer,  higher,  animals  kept  in  ideal 
conditions,  and  the  Centre  has  that 
tendency  in  mind  in  its  work  on  pri- 
mates. In  the  future  all  information 
relating  to  the  general  health  of  the 
animal,  such  as  blood  pressure,  elec- 
trocardiogram, histochemistry,  and  eye 


changes,  is  expected  to  be  used  in  the 
assessment  of  toxicity.  Though  manu- 
facturers need  to  await  completion 
of  the  tests  before  the  full-scale  clini- 
cal trials  are  started,  "  volunteer " 
trials  may  commence  after  satisfactory 
interim  reports. 

In  addition  to  the  investigation  of 
drugs,  which  forms  the  bulk  of  the 
Centre's  work,  many  other  groups  of 
compounds  require  testing  for  toxicity. 
A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  under- 
taken on  pesticide  residues,  particularly 
new  compounds,  and  the  work  requires, 
in  addition  to  the  rodent  and  non- 
rodent  species  (usually  studied  for  two 
years),  tests  upon  fish  and  wild  life 
(Japanese  quail,  mallard  duck  and 
pheasant  are  studied).  Toxic  effects  of 
cosmetics  (particularly  sensitivity  re- 
actions) the  safety  of  extractable 
materials  in  food  wrappings,  and  the 
estimation  of  antibiotics  in  milk  are 
examples  of  other  studies.  Many  re- 
search papers  have  been  published. 

So  extensive  a  service  (at  any  one 
time  the  Centre  may  have  as  many 
as  100  projects  on  hand)  demands  im- 
portant facilities.  At  present  the  staff 
comprises  about  190  full-time  person- 
nel, plus  many  part-time  consultants 
and  advisers.  The  facade  of  headquar- 
ter's  building,  Cromwell  House,  Hunt- 
ingdon, cloaks  a  hive  of  industry.  Be- 
sides the  administrative  departments, 
the  building  houses  a  number  of 
laboratories,  each  crammed  with  time- 
and  labour-saving  apparatus.  Out- 
buildings provide  additional  labora- 
tory accommodation  and  house  the 
smaller  animals.  A  mile-and-a-half 
away  at  Hartford  a  field  station  pro- 
vides space  for  sheep  and  cattle.  At 
Hartford,  too,  is  the  main  dog  colony, 
comprising  about  500  animals,  and  the 
pathology  department  (the  department 
moved  to  Hartford  when  its  expansion 
could  no  longer  be  contained  at  Crom- 
well House).  Though  at  the  time  the 
only  available  accommodation  at  Hart- 
ford was  a  140-ft.  long  corridor  previ- 
ously used  for  storage,  the  building 
has  in  practice  proved  ideal  for  the 
work.  With  benches  down  one  side 
only,  a  "  flow-line "  of  slide  prepara- 
tion —  staining  —  examination  —  re- 
cords, has  been  easily  established.  The 
arrangement  has,  in  fact,  been  proved 
so  successful  that  others  are  finding  it 
worth  adopting.  The  department  pro- 
duces over  100.000  slides  a  year,  cover- 
ing histology,  histochemistry  (about 
thirty  enzyme  systems  are  investigated 
and  the  work  involves  some  basic  re- 
search) and  fluorescent  microscopy 
(which  often  assists  in  finding  drug 
deposits  in  the  tissues). 

New  Accommodation 

Space  difficulties  experienced  in  all 
the  laboratories  are  being  tolerated  for 
the  time  being,  because  there  is  the 
prospect  of  ample  accommodation  at 
a  new  100-acre  site  at  Alconbury,  five 
miles  from  Huntingdon,  where  a  new 
research  centre  is  being  established. 
Already  an  existing  building  has  been 
converted  into  quarters  for  dogs  and

primates,  and  will  become  the  primate 
laboratory  when  a  new  dog  building 
has  been  erected.  The  new  building 
will  enable  the  total  accommodation 
for  dogs  to  house  up  to  1,500  animals 
on  long-term  feeding  or  other  studies. 
Another  building  will  house  some 
1 2,000  "  specific-pathogen  free "  ro- 
dents. Experimental  quarters  for  rab- 
bits, calves,  pigs  and  beef  cattle,  as  well 
as  poultry,  are  at  present  under  con- 
struction. New  biochemistry  and 
hematology  laboratories,  and  labora- 
tories for  residue  analysis  together  with 
further  units  for  entomology  and 
microbiology,  are  in  the  process  of 
being  occupied.  On  an  adjacent  site, 


but  separate  from  the  Huntingdon  Re- 
search Centre,  Carworth  (Europe)  is 
being  established,  with  Dr.  Lane-Petter 
(until  recently  director  of  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council's  Laboratory  Ani- 
mals Centre)  as  its  director.  It  will  be 
used  for  the  commercial  and  experi- 
mental production  of  rats  and  mice, 
both  "  specific-pathogen  free "  and 
germ-free. 

Necessarily  incomplete,  this  brief 
outline  of  the  Centre's  work  may 
serve  to  show  what  is  involved  in 
providing  a  specialist  research  service 
to  industry.  In  view  of  the  public 
interest  in  thalidomide,  it  is  noteworthy 
that   the  Centre  is  thought   to  have 


screened  more  drugs  for  teratogenicity 
than  any  other  laboratory  in  the  world. 
Clinical-trial  facilities  are  at  present 
being  reorganised,  but  the  Centre  is 
currently  able  to  call  upon  the  services 
of  hospitals  and  of  fifty  general  prac- 
titioners. Among  "  side-lines  "  of  the 
service  is  the  extraction  from  animal 
urine  of  valuable  biological  materials 
such  as  glucuronides.  Recently  the 
Centre  took  under  its  wing  (through 
purchase  by  Messrs.  Becton,  Dickinson) 
a  pharmacological  laboratory  in  the 
United  States  and  two  further  labora- 
tories in  England  (Avebury  Research 
Laboratories  and  Bernard  Hawley  & 
Associates).

Nalidixic  Acid 

Sir, — Early  in  1965  the  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Drugs  asked  doctors  to 
report  on  rashes,  or  disturbances  of  the 
central  nervous  system,  occurring  in 
patients  who  were  taking  nalidixic  acid 
(Negram).  The  reports  received  follow- 
ing this  request  appear  to  confirm  the 
first  impressions  that,  although  there 
seems  no  reasonable  doubt  that  a  causal 
relationship  exists  between  the  use  of 
the  drug  and  such  reactions,  the  latter 
are  transient  and  reversible.  It  is  the 
view  of  the  Committee  that  the  fear  of 
producing  these  reactions  in  some 
patients  need  not,  in  the  present  state 
of  knowledge,  deter  doctors  from  pre- 
scribing this  drug  when  it  is  positively 
indicated.  Nevertheless,  since  some  of 
the  effects  may  be  alarming  to  patients, 
doctors  might  care  to  warn  them  of 
their  possible  occurrence.  When  the  re- 
actions affect  the  nervous  system  they 
usually  occur  within  half  an  hour  of 
taking  the  drug  and  persist  for  two  or 
three  hours.  Sometimes,  however,  they 
are  first  experienced  after  the  second 
or  third  dose  and  increase  in  severity 
with  subsequent  doses.  Visual  disturb- 
ances, excitement,  depression,  confusion 
and  hallucinations  have  been  reported. 
Headache,  giddiness,  drowsiness,  syn- 
cope and  sensory  disturbances  have  also 
occurred  in  a  few  instances.  One  patient 
had  a  grand  mal  attack  which  might 


have  been  due  to  the  drug.  The  exact 
incidence  of  reactions  is  difficult  to 
assess  but  between  May  1964  and  April 
1965  there  were  reported  to  the  Com- 
mittee 52  cases  of  skin  rashes  and  126 
cases  of  reactions  affecting  the  nervous 
system  in  patients  being  treated  with 
nalidixic  acid.  Between  January  1964 
and  February  1965  general  practitioners 
alone  issued  approximately  77,000  pre- 
scriptions for  the  drug.  The  Committee 
would  like  to  thank  doctors  for  their 
help  and  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
of  the  manufacturers  in  the  inquiry.

Voting  Away  Liberty 

Sir, — In  reply  to  the  letter  from  Mr. 
N.  H.  Radcliffe  (C.  &  D.,  August  14, 
p.  154),  I  would  suggest  that  nobody  is 
really  interested  whether  or  not  he  him- 
self employs  16-year-olds  to  dispense,  or 
whether  his  cosmetic  assistants  are  suffi- 
ciently versatile  to  dispense.  The  un- 
assailable and  undeniable  fact  is  that 
this  occurs  none  too  rarely  owing  to 
shortage  of  staff,  economic  considera- 
tions, and  so  forth.  On  a  more  serious 
note,  Mr.  M.  Madge's  letter  (C.  &  D., 
August  21,  p.  176),  whilst  obviously 
being  sincere,  is  completely  erroneous 
in  its  basic  conception.  The  pharmacists 
who  voted  at  the  Albert  Hall  for  "  Pro- 


fessional ethics  "  voted  away  their  free- 
dom of  initiative  and  purpose:  they 
voted  for  a  narrow,  bigoted  dictator- 
ship decreed  by  an  autocratic  Society, 
against  whose  decision  there  is  no  ap- 
peal. Each  man  or  woman  has  a  right 
to  run  his  or  her  life  in  their  own 
fashion,  so  long  as  that  does  not  run 
contrary  to  social  rules.  The  doctrine 
"  Do  as  I  tell  you,  I'll  do  your  thinking 
for  you,"  smacks  of  totalitarian  indoc- 
trination not  individual  liberty;  more- 
over, who  is  to  define  vague  and  nebu- 
lous terms  like  "  traditional,"  "  che- 
mist only,"  "  sanctioned  by  time  "  — 
terms  that  mean  precisely  nothing.  Any 
pharmacist  who  voted  for  such  empty 
and  starry-eyed  phrases  at  the  Albert 
Hall  voted  for  autocratic  dictatorship. 
What  is  so  tragic  about  a  non-qualified 
manager  being  in  supreme  control  of  a 
store,  so  long  as  he  does  not  interfere 
with  the  basic  needs  of  dispensing?  A 
retail  chemist  is  and  always  will  be,  a 
shopkeeper  first  and  foremost,  and  a 
professional  man  second,  no  matter 
what  imposing  and  grandiose  phrases 
are  coined  to  the  contrary.

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Paediatric  Doses 

The  effective  use  of  a  drug  is  dependent  upon  a  number 
of  factors  such  as  whether  the  drug  is  appropriately 
chosen,  the  idiosyncrasies  of  the  patient,  and  the  amount 
administered.  When  the  patient  is  a  child  or  infant  then 
the  problem  of  satisfactory  dosage  regimen  becomes 
more  difficult  and  over  the  years  attempts  have  been 
made  to  rationalise  the  calculation  of  dosages  in  such 
cases. 

Hitherto  the  establishment  of  an  average  dose  for  a 
child  has  been  based  upon  doses  applicable  to  an  adult 
but  it  has  been  shown  that  such  an  approach  is  not 
without  pitfalls. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  pub- 
lished a  dosage  and  posology  handbook,  "  Usual  Doses 
for  Infants  and  Children."  The  author,  Dr.  Harry  C. 
Shirkey,  as  stated  in  the  preface,  appears  to  be 
"  uniquely  and  eminently  qualified  in  that  he  is  a 
physician  and  pharmacist  and  an  internationally  recog- 
nised authority  on  paediatrics."  Dr.  Shirkey  criticises 
the  use  of  adult  dosages  to  determine  dosage  for  chil- 
dren. If  all  the  metabolic  processes  of  adults,  including 
drug  metabolism,  were  identical  to  those  in  children, 
posology  would  be  more  easily  handled,  but  children 
and  adults  differ  in  many  ways.  "As  one  goes  down 
the  age  scale,  the  metabolic  deficiencies  associated  with 
immaturity  rise  in  importance."  The  author  suggests 
that  all  drugs  to  be  used  for  children  should  be  ade- 
quately studied  in  each  of  several  different  age  groups 
before  clinical  use.  That  is  a  tenet  with  which  most 
would  agree  although  we  foresee  difficulties  in  carry- 
ing it  out.  Dr.  Shirkey  notes  that  from  careful  clinical 
observation  dosage  schemes  based  on  weight  do  not 
yield  reliable  results.  A  dosage  range  based  on  age 
also  shows  great  limitation  in  view  of  the  variability  of 
weight  even  in  normal  children  of  a  given  age.  Dr. 
Shirkey  suggests  that  consideration  should  be  given 
to  development  of  the  surface  area  concept  as  a  valuable 
basis  for  determining  drug  dosage  and  fluid  require- 
ments, not  only  for  children  but  for  the  entire  post- 
infantile  periods  of  life.  Using  the  symbols  S.A.  to 
represent  surface  area  in  square  metres  and  M-  for 
square  metres  the  concept  may  be  expressed  as:  — 

Patient's  dose  =  S.A.  X  dose  per  M2. 
By  using  that  formula  Dr.  Shirkey  says  both  children 
and  adults  can  share  the  same  dosage  method. 

In  the  dosage  posology  handbook  there  is  a  nomo- 
gram for  the  estimation  of  surface  areas  having  the 
usual  components  of  height  and  weight  and  in  addition 


a  scheme  for  the  rapid  conversion  to  surface  area  from 
weight  alone.  Dr.  Shirkey  admits  that  criticism  of  the 
surface  area  method  of  ascertaining  doses  has  been 
made.  There  are  claims  that  no  method  of  calculating 
body  surface  is  accurate  enough  to  make  it  superior 
to  weight  as  a  unit  for  final  estimation.  However,  Dr. 
Shirkey  points  out  that  "  whether  or  not  correlating 
dosage  of  fluids  and  drugs  with  surface  area  is  mathe- 
matically valid,  the  use  of  surface  area  allows  expe- 
diency and  accuracy  quite  satisfactory  for  clinical  use. 
The  method  facilitates  simplicity  in  dosage  and  .  .  . 
general  improvement  in  therapy." 

Dr.  Shirkey  has  undoubtedly  made  a  valuable  contri- 
bution to  the  problem  of  dosage  in  the  younger  patient 
by  attempting  to  put  it  on  a  more  rational  basis.  How- 
ever, the  very  fact  that  some  form  of  mathematical 
approach  is  necessary  indicates  that  there  is  room  for 
considerable  improvement  in  the  methods  of  determin- 
ing child  dosage.  As  already  pointed  out,  the  absorption, 
metabolism  and  fate  of  a  drug  in  the  infant  in  particu- 
lar, may  not  correspond  in  any  fractional  way  to  its 
behaviour  in  an  adult.  Thus  it  behoves  the  manufac- 
turer of  a  new  drug  likely  to  be  administered  to  the 
young,  to  ensure  that  the  utmost  effort  is  made  to  dis- 
cover the  drug's  exact  metabolic  pathway  and  to  deter- 
mine that  that  pathway  does  exist  in  the  infant.  A 
striking  example  of  such  a  need  is  given  by  Dr.  Shirkey, 
writing  in  the  August  issue  of  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  when  he  points  out  that  because 
of  an  undeveloped  glucuronide-conjugating  enzyme  in 
the  liver,  the  infant  less  than  one  week  of  age  may 
experience  toxicity  or  death  from  the  same  dose  of 
chloramphenicol  that  is  insufficient  to  yield  protective 
blood  levels  at  even  two  or  three  weeks  of  age.  Such 
discoveries  should  never  be  made  by  trial  and  error.

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FITTINGS    AND  LAYOUT 

Mr  R.  Clitherow,  M.P.S.,  Liverpool,  continues  his  discussion  of  practical  points 
based  on  his  own  experience.  The  previous  article  was  published  on  August  7. 


SO  far  in  these  articles  on  modernisation  of  pharmacy 
premises  I  have  dealt  only  generally  with  the  subject. 
I  now  turn  to  look  at  the  various  fittings  and  their 
use  to  the  best  advantage.  The  lowest  shelf  on  which  stock  is 
kept  or  displayed  is  the  first  to  be  considered,  since  it  is  the 
deepest  from  front  to  rear  and  has  a  bearing  on  gondolas, 
counters,  etc.,  the  dimensions  of  the  shop  layout  as  a  whole 
being  influenced  by  the  depth  of  that  shelf.  The  decision 
how  deep  to  make  the  shelf  depends  on  what  it  is  going  to 
carry.  For  practical  reasons  it  should  be  used  for  the 
largest  and  bulkiest  stocks.  Not  only  does  their  size  make 
the  best  use  of  the  low  position  of  the  shelf,  but  also  they 
are  more  easily  handled  in  that  low  position  than  smaller 
merchandise.  It  is  naturally  an  essential  part  of  any  modern- 
isation to  make  life  easier  for  both  the  assistant  and  the 
customer,  and  the  serving  from  low  down  of  small  items 
such  as  hair  grips  would  require  bending  over  a  further 
18  in.  or  so  than  bulkier  items  may  demand  (the  exercise 
may  be  all  right  for  those  wishing  to  reduce!).  So  the 
stock  for  the  lower  shelves  will  include  paper  handkerchiefs, 
sanitary  towels,  toilet  rolls,  nappies,  etc.  They  will  not,  how- 
ever, be  enough  to  fill  the  bottom  shelf  all  the  way  round 
the  shop,  so  in  fact  some  articles  of  less  bulk,  such  as  disin- 
fectants and  dressings  (not  bandages),  may  be  added  to 
make  up  the  balance. 

Tailored  to  the  Customer 

I  myself  have  found  that  an  18-in.  wide  shelf  is  quite 
deep  enough,  and  I  would  even  suggest  reducing  it  to  15  in., 
if  only  for  the  reason  that  the  next  shelf  up  is  usually 
only  3  in.  narrower,  and  the  effect  is  that  a  person  standing 
fairly  close  to  the  shelving  will  not  see  more  than  about 
the  front  12  in.  of  the  bottom  shelf.  Articles  in  the  "  dead  " 
space  beyond  that  depth  are  not  seen  and  at  that  level, 
are  difficult  to  reach.  From  the  bottom  shelf  upwards  the 
others  are  progressively  reduced  in  depth,  the  top  two  or 
three  being  6  in.  deep  (if  they  are  any  deeper  the  staff  will  be 
unable  to  reach  the  goods  at  the  back  of  them).  In  what 
sequence  the  stock  is  arranged  on  the  shelves  is  a  matter  of 
personal  taste  and  opinion,  but  in  my  own  view  the  baby 
foods  (jars  and  tins)  should  be  about  4  ft.  6  in.  to  5  ft.  6  in. 
from  the  floor,  and  confined  to  two  or  three  shelves.  Custo- 
mers being  much  readier  to  turn  their  head  sideways  than 
up  and  down,  the  breadth  of  shelving  occupied  by  the  baby 
foods  should  be  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  items 
required.  Those  foods  are  the  "  volume  "  sellers  and  should 
have  the  peak  selling  area  in  the  baby  section.  The  cereals 
may  be  arranged  above  them,  as  may  the  other  baby  items. 
Below  the  shelves  of  baby  products  the  others  may  profit- 
ably be  removed  and  the  space  used  for  stacks  of  sanitary 
towels  and  nappy  tissues.  Part  1  and  other  poisons  should 
be  on  shelving  that  is  not  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  layout  of  any  particular  shop  will  depend  on  so 
many  factors  that  no  hard-and-fast  rules  can  be  laid  down, 
except  that  the  "volume"  sellers  should  be  at  the  rear, 
though  it  is  important  to  ensure  that  they  are  not  obscured 
by  other  fixtures,  etc.  Placing  them  at  the  rear  of  the  shop 
creates  a  double  chance  of  selling  the  slower  lines,  for  the 
customer  sees  them  both  when  she  enters  and  when  she 
leaves.  I  myself  try  to  put  in  their  own  groups  cosmetics, 
baby  goods,  hair  preparations  (dyes,  shampoos,  sprays,  con- 
ditioners, etc.),  medicinal,  household  products  (tooth-pastes, 
soap,  disinfectants,  etc.),  products  for  men,  and  photogra- 
phic supplies.  Each  member  of  the  staff  may  then  be  given 


various  sections  to  look  after,  becoming  in  that  way  jacks- 
of-all-trades  and  masters  of  one  or  two. 

In  planning  the  dispensary  I  would  advocate  (if  one  is 
fortunate  enough  to  control  its  physical  size) — a  square 
shape,  with  the  work  bench  to  the  front  (i.e.,  towards  the 
shop),  and  the  sink  to  one  side  of  the  opening  into  the  shop 
(sinks  are  best  out  of  sight).  The  back  and  side  walls  would 
be  taken  up  with  bay  storage.  The  shelves  should  be  6  in. 
deep,  thus  readily  accommodating  either  Winchesters  or, 
with  step-up  shelving,  the  small  bottles.  The  bays  may  be 
stocked  in  sections  (S.4  preparations,  galenicals,  proprie- 
tary and  specialities,  N.F.  preparations,  etc.).  In  the  base 
of  the  work  bench  may  be  kept  stock  mixtures,  bottle 
racks,  etc.  I  have  myself  put  the  stock  mixtures  under  the 
bench  furthest  from  the  sink,  with  the  bottles  in  between, 
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A.  Space  to  accommo- 
date stock  (bay  shelv- 
ing), toilets,  staff  room, 
office,  etc.

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in  that  way  the  dispenser  picks  up  the  stock  and  on  the  way 
to  the  sink  (one  stride)  picks  up  the  bottle. 

The  plan  on  opposite  page  may  seem  irrelevant  to  those 
whose  premises  are  small,  but  my  intention  is  to  indicate, 
to  those  opening  businesses  in  shopping-area  developments 
(where  dimensions  are  usually  in  the  region  of  20  x  60  ft.), 
some  idea  of  how  they  may  make  use  of  the  space.  The 
plan  is  based  on  a  layout  that  I  am  myself  using. 

At  the  rear  I  have  left  an  undefined  "  blank "  area, 
since  the  positioning  of  toilets,  etc.,  is  usually  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  tenant.  The  remainder  of  the  shop  layout  has 
to  be  fitted  in  around  it.  The  dispensary  is  best,  as  already 
stated,  kept  squarish.  A  long  narrow  one  down  the  side 
raises  problems  of  efficiency;  the  square  layout  gives  space 
for  the  dispensing  staff  to  work  around  one  another,  while 
no  battle  in  the  dispensary  is  more  than  three  strides  away 
from  the  person  dispensing.  I  have  allowed  for  a  small 
return  on  the  dispensing  bench  for  the  scales,  and  on  the 
wall  at  the  rear  of  that  "  return  "  bench  have  placed  shelv- 
ing, to  be  used  to  hold  what  you  will,  but  certainly  to 
accommodate  finished  prescriptions.  Outside  the  dispensary 
door  I  would  have  a  bay  of  shelving  2  ft.  deep  to  take 
spare  bulk  supplies  of  liquids,  powders,  etc.,  thus  keeping 
the  more  unsightly  bottles  and  packages  out  of  sight  but 
within  easy  reach. 

The  waiting  room  presents  no  difficulties  except  that  a 
source  of  heat  may  be  desirable.  A  bench  seat  is  apt  to  be 
ungainly  and  to  create  difficulties  over  cleaning,  while  chairs 
can  mark  the  wall  unless  a  wooden  strip  is  fixed  on  the 
floor  in  order  to  prevent  the  seat  from  being  pushed  too 
far  back. 

Although,  as  I  have  previously  said,  I  have  had  little 
experience  in  installing  shopfronts,  I  may  point  out  that  the 
positioning  of  the  door  cannot  but  have  a  marked  effect  on 
the  layout,  and  for  that  reason  I  have  not  shown  on  the 
plan  the  position  of  the  other  counter /cashpoint  that  I 
would  (and  do)  have.  Nor,  for  the  same  reason,  have  I 
demarcated  in  detail  the  space  for  grouped  items,  9,  10 
and  11.  The  medicinals  must  be  on  the  same  side  of  the 
shop  as  the  dispensary,  so  that  the  pharmacist  can  control 
their  sale.  If  they  are  too  near  the  door  there  may  be 
grave  risks  of  pilferage,  so  it  is  better  to  have  them  nearer 
to  the  dispensary.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  door  is  central 
or  on  the  cosmetic  side,  the  medicinal  shelving  can  run  into 
the  window,  thus  showing  clearly  to  those  looking  in  the 
window  that  the  shop  is  a  pharmacy.  The  counter  may  be 
put  in  front  of  the  medicinals  section  to  prevent  public 
self-service.  Off-centre  and  to  the  rear  I  would  place  a 
gondola  6-8  ft.  long  on  which  I  would  put  all  hair  pre- 
parations. If  desired,  another  smaller  gondola /cashpoint 
could  be  put  forward  of  it. 

"  Obvious  "  Details  That  Get  Forgotten 

What  I  have  written  may  seem  obvious,  but  it  is  amazing 
how,  when  the  pressure  is  on,  little  "  obvious "  things 
are  overlooked  and— as  you  will  find  out  if  you  miss  them 
at  the  beginning — the  cost  of  rectifying  them  later  is  some- 
times doubled.  The  comments  are  based  mainly  on  my  own 
personal  experiences,  and  I  cannot,  of  course,  guarantee 
that  anybody  else  will  have  the  same  problems.  I  hope 
that  my  remarks  will  have  forewarned  to  provide  against 
faults  before  and  not  after  the  refit. 

Two  important  topics  remain  to  be  discussed:  the  plan- 
ning of  labour  at  the  time  of  refit  and  the  variation  in  sales 
pattern.  For  those  refitting  on  a  budget,  what  I  am  about  to 
say  is,  I  think,  economic  sense,  but  there  are  bound  to  be 
those  who  will  not  be  subject  to  the  same  financial  pres- 
sures, and  who  will  be  prepared  to  pay  for  the  easier  way 
out.  In  modernising,  there  are  a  lot  of  things  to  do  besides 
the  actual  installation  of  the  new  fittings — -flooring,  decorat- 
ing, etc. — and  those  jobs  take  time.  My  method  has  been 
to  plan  the  modernisation  so  that  the  fittings  are  installed 
in  October,  preferably  the  week  after  the  end  of  British 
Summer  Time.  The  effect  of  a  newly  refitted  shop,  freshly 
decorated,  with  a  much  higher  level  of  illumination,  is  more 


marked  with  the  darker  evenings,  and  you  will  then  also 
probably  be  in  a  position  to  display  one  or  two  of  your 
larger  Christmas  coffrets.  Furthermore  the  shop  will  be  at 
its  best  in  the  period  of  maximum  customer  throughput. 
If  I  am  not  proposing  to  put  in  a  new  shopfront  I  see  to 
the  windows  during  the  spring  and  early  summer  (take  the 
backs  off,  remake  the  beds,  have  the  fuse  box  and  gas 
meter  moved  if  they  are  going  to  be  moved).  I  now  recon- 
struct the  dispensary  as  completely  as  possible,  and  that 
involves,  in  some  instances,  setting  up  a  dispensary  tem- 
porarily down  in  the  stockroom  or  behind  a  screen  in  the 
shop  area.  Where  necessary,  dust  sheets  are  put  up  and  the 
work  proceeds  during  the  day.  When  the  dispensary  is 
finished  it  is  fitted  out,  all  stocks  set  in  order,  and  the 
dispensing  done  from  there  during  the  work  on  the  shop, 
and  of  course,  afterwards. 

The  big  job  of  the  shop  refit  may  now  be  tackled  in  easy 
stages.  First,  condense  the  stock  and  bring  it  down  as  near 
the  floor  as  possible.  Most  shops  of  pre-war  fitting  have 
wooden  fixtures,  which  can  usually  be  split  half  way  up. 
That  is  done,  and  the  fixture  brought  away  from  the  wall 
and  the  two  halves  put  back  to  back  (like  a  gondola).  That 
leaves  the  decorators  and  others  free  to  work  on  the  walls 
and  ceiling.  Plan  the  work  so  that  the  ceiling  is  decorated 
on  the  half-day  or  in  lunch  hours  (not  so  difficult  as  you 
might  think).  The  laying  of  the  floor  is  best  done  at  week- 
ends especially  the  laying  of  tiles,  since  people  walking 
on  freshly  laid  tiles  cause  them  to  "  ride,"  quite  apart 
from  the  risk  of  treading  all  over  the  place  the  adhesive, 
which  tends  to  creep  through  the  joints.  If  sheet  material  is 
being  laid  it  may  be  possible  to  complete  the  laying  on  the 
half-day,  if  the  shop  is  not  too  large.  To  explain  in  detail 
how  to  plan  the  job  is  not,  of  course,  possible.  These  are 
but  suggestions  to  stimulate  thought. 

Timing  and  Cost 

Turning  now  to  the  overall  timing  and  cost  of  the  job, 
I  suggest  you  should  adjust  your  modernisation  according 
to  the  facts  of  your  own  business.  Quite  possibly  your  result 
will  be  different  from  mine,  but  at  least  you  will  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  beforehand  that  you  have  planned 
correctly.  A  business  with  a  turnover  of  £30,000  per  annum 
might  be  expected  to  do  a  total  (including  value  of  scripts) 
of,  say,  £100  on  Monday,  £80  on  Tuesday  and  £50  on 
Wednesday  (half-day).  If  the  decision  should  be,  therefore, 
that  it  is  impossible  to  stay  open  while  the  alterations 
are  being  carried  out,  and  the  question  is  whether  to  work 
at  weekends  or  to  close,  the  difference  between  the  costs  of 
the  alternatives  may  be  calculated  from  your  estimates.  The 
cost  of  closing  for  three  days  is  the  percentage  gross  profit 
you  make  on  £230,  namely  between  £60  and  £80.  If,  how- 
ever, your  turnover  is  £15,000  a  year,  your  lost  profits  are 
only  £30-40.  With  careful  planning  you  may  be  able  to 
close  from  Tuesday  lunch-time  until  Thursday  morning, 
when  your  actual  loss  of  profit  will  be  only  £20-25  in  a 
£30,000-a-year  business  or  £10-12^  in  one  of  £15,000  turn- 
over. I  stress  the  point  because  I  have  heard  it  said  more 
than  once  that  a  person  would  lose  £x  hundreds  by  closing. 
That  is  not  true — it  is  only  the  profit  that  is  lost,  because 
the  stock  remains  (unless  the  intention  is  to  give  it  away!). 
A  further  advantage  of  closing  in  mid-week  is  that  the  staff 
can  be  given  time  off  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  and  in 
return  asked  to  come  in  on  Wednesday  evening  to  get  most 
of  the  stock  set  out  on  the  shelves,  ready  for  the  rush  on 
the  Thursday.  On  that  day  and  Friday  a  lot  of  people 
(with  pay  packets)  will  come  in  to  investigate  the  altera- 
tions. The  extra  trade  obtained  on  the  remaining  three  days 
then  comes  close  to  making  up  for  the  loss  during  the 
time  closed  (exceeding  it  if  you  close  only  on  Wednesday 
morning).  Points  to  remember  if  you  decide  to  close  are, 
first,  to  let  your  customers  know  well  in  advance  (you 
owe  it  to  them!)  and  then  not  to  forget  that  you  have  a 
contract  with  the  Executive  Council,  so  let  them  know  that 
you  are  closing.  They  will  undoubedly  release  you  for  the 
period  you  desire. 
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A  "Not-out"  Three  Quarters  of  a  Century

IN  recent  months  we  have  seen  in  print  quite  a  run  of 
pharmacists'  experiences  of  half  a  century  in  practice,  so 
it  occurred  to  me  that  I  might  have  something  of  interest 
to  say  over  three  quarters  of  a  century — and  "  still  batting." 
I  was  one  of  a  family  of  eight;  six 
boys  and  two  girls.  I  was  the  young- 
est, and  my  mother  -(of  blessed 
memory)  was  a  widow  by  the  time 
I  was  only  three  months  old.  It 
had  been  mother's  hope  and  wish 
that  one  of  my  five  elder  brothers 
would  have  been  a  chemist.  She 
succeeded  at  last  with  me. 

I  went  as  an  outdoor  apprentice 
to  Mr.  George  Croft,  Grimsby,  a 
"pre-1868  "  man  (before  examina- 
tion was  in  force).  I  was  his  first 
apprentice  not  to  "  live-in  " — a  con- 
cession because  home  was  only  a 
few  yards  away.  Incidentally  I  was 
his  last  apprentice.  His  first— Mr.  Brown— had  set  up  in 
business  only  a  few  yards  away,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  at  102,  was  the  oldest  living  chemist. 

After  my  apprenticeship,  I  stayed  on  for  another  three 
years.  The  hours  in  those  years  were  long:  9  o'clock  to 
9  o'clock  on  weekdays  and  till  1 1  o'clock  on  Saturday,  with 
no  half-day.  My  senior  apprentice,  by  much  persuasion, 
induced  Mr.  Croft  to  agree  that  we  should  have  an  after- 
noon off  in  turn,  returning  at  6  o'clock.  Later  we  got  that 
changed  to  allow  one  of  us  to  go  at  6  and  not  return,  a 
slight  improvement. 

Small  Time  for  Study 

Those  long  hours  obviously  left  little  time  for  study  or 
recreation  and,  sad  to  say,  I  had  not  at  that  time  passed 
the  preliminary  examination.  For  that  we  had  to  go  to 
Hull.  Apart  from  the  long  hours,  etc.,  my  biggest  grumble 
was  that  when  the  technical  school  began  evening  chemistry 
lessons,  which  several  of  my  friends  attended,  Mr.  Croft 
stubbornly  refused  me  permission  to  leave  one  hour  earlier 
to  go  to  the  classes.  Twice  I  tried  to  get  him  to  change 
his  mind,  but  his  reply  was  "your  place  is  behind  the 
counter."  So  except  for  reading  Attfield's  "  Chemistry,"  and 
making  a  materia-medica  cabinet,  I  had  to  rely  for  my 
further  information  on  making  notes  on  everything  in  the 
B.P.,  1898.  We  made  practically  everything  on  the  pre- 
mises: tinctures,  infusions,  ointments,  etc.  Making  com- 
pound liquorice  powder,  for  example,  meant  drying  and 
powdering  senna  leaves,  and  preparing  our  own  corn  paint 
meant  making  collodion.  We  had  much  fun  with  the  gun- 
cotton,  testing  it,  etc.  It  was  during  this  time,  in  1898,  thai 
Tabloid  products  came  into  use.  I  remember  well  the  effect 
it  had,  but  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  tell  me  that  the 
word  Tabloid  was,  in  fact,  registered  in  1884. 

Leaving  Grimsby,  I  went  as  junior  assistant  to  Mr. 
Richard  FitzHugh,  21  Long  Row,  Nottingham.  The  new 
post  was  a  complete  change  from  anything  I  had  previously 
experienced.  Here  again  there  was  no  half-day  closing,  and 
someone  was  on  duty  at  closing  time  every  night.  That  gave 
me  a  chance  for  more  study.  The  pharmacy  had  a  large 
dispensing  business,  and  even  in  those  days  we  had  pre- 
scriptions with  long  names.  One  I  remember  was  for 
periodoparamytheloxechlinolin.a  black  powder  that  had  to  be 
made  into  pills.  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  reference 
to  it  in  the  usual  books,  and  wonder  if  anyone  knows  it? 

There  was  no  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  then,  and  I  could 
tell  many  stories  of  cocaine  fiends  ringing  up  in  the  small 
hours  of  the  morning  or  sending  the  night  porter  from  the 
""  Black  Boy  "  with  a  prescription  having  several  items  on 


it,  but  "  give  him  this  one  (usually  for  cocaine),  and  he 
will  see  you  about  the  rest  in  the  morning."  We  had,  I 
distinctly  remember,  one  such  addict  who  came  to  us,  and 
to  other  pharmacists,  and  never  wanted  to  pay.  I  knew 
that  he  had  obtained  supplies  from  three  or  four  in  the 
area  of  the  Market  Place.  I  have  often  said  that  the  pre- 
sent generation  should  be  thankful  for  D.D.A.,  despite  the 
booking  involved.  I  had  been  used  to  selling  large  quan- 
tities of  laudanum  and  opium,  but  at  21  Long  Row  the 
addicts  were  kept  away  by  the  price. 

I  was  allowed  time  off  to  go  to  the  chemistry  classes  at 
the  old  Nottingham  University  at  the  time  when  Professor 
Kipping  was  the  head,  whom  I  was  to  meet  much  later  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  at  the  examination.  In  addition  I  had, 
for  a  time,  two  evenings  a  week  on  chemistry  with  a  phar- 
macist whose  name,  I  think,  was  Bennett,  and  I  worked  in 
the  back  of  his  corner  shop  in  Alfreton  Road  and  he  gave 
me  as  much  time  as  he  could  spare  with  the  shop  open. 

Then  it  became  time  for  me  to  leave  to  try  and  get  the 
coveted  Minor.  My  first  attempt,  after  studies  at  Watson 
Wills'  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy,  was  a  failure. 
Professor  Kipping  gave  me  a  fearful  dressing  down  on 
sulphur.  For  a  time,  during  vacation,  I  did  locum  work  at 
Highgate.  living-in  and  studying  as  much  as  possible.  Then 
I  went  to  Davis's,  Ludgate  Hill,  a  small  college,  and  from 
there  I  eventually  qualified  in  January  1901. 

I  then  went  home,  my  first  visit  for  a  long  time,  and 
commenced  looking  around  for  a  new  post.  I  turned  down 
two  because  the  offered  salary  was  so  low  but,  looking 
through  the  C.  &  D.  advertisements,  I  came  across  one  call- 
ing for  a  young  married  man  to  manage  a  branch  shop  at 
Sandiacre.  (I  had  been  a  regular  reader  of  the  C.  &  D., 
making  good  use  of  its  students'  page,  and  I  still  look  for- 
ward to  its  weekly  arrival.)  Though  not  then  married,  I 
made  bold  to  apply,  saying  I  expected  to  be  married  soon. 
I  went  over  to  see  Mr.  C.  J.  Wathes  at  Long  Eaton,  who 
had  opened  the  branch,  and  we  came  to  satisfactory  terms. 
That  was  in  February  1901,  and  he  promised  me  a  week's 
holiday  in  June  so  that  I  could  get  married  and  have  a 
holiday.  My  wife  and  I  were  married  on  June  20,  1901,  so 
that  I  have  celebrated  at  Sandiacre,  my  Silver,  Golden  and 
Diamond  Wedding  Anniversaries. 

Branching  Out 

I  first  entered  the  local  parish  council  in  1920.  I  was 
its  chairman  three  times  and  headed  the  poll  at  the  elec- 
tions. In  1931  I  was  elected  to  the  board  of  school  managers 
and  later  to  the  governors  of  the  new  secondary  modern 
school.  The  work  took  up  a  large  amount  of  time:  appoint- 
ment of  teachers,  interviews,  dealing  with  clerical  staff, 
etc.  I  also  attached  myself  to  the  local  Wesleyan  Church, 
as  it  was  then.  An  old  friend  of  mine,  with  several  shops 
in  the  Birmingham  area,  made  me  a  tempting  offer  to  man- 
age a  branch  for  him,  but  Mr.  Wathes  offered  to  take  me 
into  partnership  and  I  accepted  as  I  had  to  find  but  little 
money.  We  opened  a  new  shop  at  Draycott,  a  branch  at 
Sandiacre,  then  Mr.  Wathes  took  over  two  businesses  in 
Nottingham  and  now  we  had  six  shops,  with  the  Notting-  _ 
ham  shop  on  Carlton  Road  headquarters  for  supplying  the  I 
other  shops.  For  a  long  time  I  went  there  to  supply  the 
goods  by  carrier  to  the  branches,  and  two  or  three  times  a 
week  I  would  do  a  full  round,  much  of  it  on  a  cycle. 

Eventually  Mr.  Wathes,  not  being  very  robust,  was 
advised  to  get  into  the  country.  The  next  important  move 
was  to  sell  the  businesses,  except  that  I  was  to  have  any 
one  that  suited  me.  I  decided  on  Sandiacre  for  many  rea- 
sons. I  knew  the  people  well,  and  in  the  fairly  near  future 
would  be  able  to  get  a  house  away  from  the  pharmacy. 
When  we  eventually  dissolved  partnership,  I  enlarged  the 
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shop,  taking  out  a  wall  and  putting  into  the  shop  the  living 
room  behind.  I  installed  an  all-electric  National  till,  and  at 
the  request  of  many  residents  also  installed  the  telephone, 
one  of  the  first,  and  made  the  shop  a  public  call  office. 

I  was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  Ucal,  and  did  a 
big  business  with  them,  stocking  every  speciality.  Like 
many  others  I  am  sorry  that  Ucal  has  fallen  somewhat  in 
its  aims  and  ambitions.  For  many  years  about  a  dozen 
Ucalites  from  Nottingham  and  district  went  every  Whit- 
sun  to  the  annual  meeting.  Many  made  a  week  of  it,  and 
I  spent  much  time  in  the  Cotswolds.  Also,  for  many  years 
the  Nottingham  Ucalites  came  to  my  house  for  a  garden 

NEW  BOOKS 

Drugs  Doctors  and  Disease 

BRIAN  inglis.  Andre  Deutsch,  Ltd.,  105  Great  Russell 
Street,  London,  W.C.I.  8  x  5  in.  Pp.  240  incl.  index. 
25s. 

Through  its  pre-publication  reproduction  almost  in  externa 
in  a  Sunday  newspaper  and  because  of  the  controversial 
contents,  the  book  has  already  received  considerable  atten- 
tion from  the  lay  Press.  Those  who  know  Brian  Inglis  from 
his  television  appearances  will  recollect  his  natural  flair 
for  quoting  what  someone  has  said  or  written,  following 
with  an  aside  which  makes  the  quotation  appear  ludicrous. 
Such  is  frequently  the  case  in  this  book.  It  was  the  American 
essayist  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  who  lived  a  century  ago 
that  wrote :  "  I  firmly  believe  that  if  the  whole  materia 
medica  as  now  used  could  be  sunk  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
it  would  be  all  the  better  for  mankind  and  all  the  worse 
for  the  fishes."  Mr.  Inglis  today  says  almost  the  same  thing 
but  at  much  greater  length.  Almost — because  it  is  not  only 
the  pharmaceutical  products  that  receive  criticism  but  the 
manufacturers,  too,  are  censured,  particularly  the  American- 
owned  companies.  Their  propaganda  methods,  the  prices 
charged,  the  sales  "  gimmicks  "  (free  golf  balls  to  doctors, 
etc.)  employed,  the  launching  of  new  products  before 
adequate  testing,  and  many  more,  are  dealt  with.  For  his 
information  the  author  has  drawn  heavily  on  evidence  sub- 
mitted to  the  Kefauver  Committee  in  the  United  States. 

After  reading  the  book  anyone  not  conversant  with  the 
British  pharmaceutical  industry  might  be  forgiven  for  be- 
lieving that  no  British  company  remained  in  the  industry 
although  Glaxo  is  referred  to  as  having  broken  "  with 
precedent "  when  launching  Ceporin  by  "  promoting  it 
directly  through  the  lay  newspapers  .  .  .  before  trials  of  the 
new  drug  had  appeared  in  the  medical  journals."  A  brief 
mention  is  given  to  another  British  company  (Benger  Lab- 
oratories) in  respect  of  certain  advertisements  for  Imferon 
appearing  in  medical  journals.  Of  Mr.  Inglis'  claim  that  too 
many  brand  names  are  alike,  pharmacists  will  heartily  agree. 
He  adds :  "  What  is  remarkable  is  that  there  have  not  been 
more  reports  of  mistakes  due  to  confusion  from  this  source." 
The  explanation  (not  given)  is  that  the  chemist  is  there  to 
stop  mistakes:  but  Mr.  Inglis  gives  his  reason  as  "  to  some 
extent  due  to  the  fact  that  few  of  the  mistakes  are  pub- 
licised." 

The  author  quotes  a  contributor  to  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (November  25,  1961)  who  said  that  the  present 
flow  of  discoveries  would  net  necessarily  continue  if  patent 
protection  were  reduced.  Mr.  Inglis  comments :  "  This  bland 
assumption  has  continued  to  make  its  appearance  in  articles 
and  speeches  ever  since."  What  he  omits  to  mention  is  that 
the  forecast  by  the  contributor  was  borne  out  in  fact  and 
the  rate  of  expenditure  on  research  had  by  1964  slowed 
down  not  only  in  Britain  but  the  U.S.  as  well. 

The  authoris  dependence  on  American  facts  and  figures 
because  so  little  has  been  divulged  in  Britain,  may  well  be 
a  valid  point  but  that  is  surely  no  excuse  for  copying  their 
spelling  of  sulphonamides  or  of  using  the  word  "  detail- 
men  "  for  representatives  when  applied  to  the  British  mar- 
ket. No  industry  is  perfect  and  there  are  "  black  sheep  " 
within  the  pharmaceutical  industry  as  in  others.  Even  so, 
it  must  be  conceded  that  there  are  products  now  available 
which  cure  diseases  that  a  few  decades  ago  were  regarded  as 
fatal.  Some  products  are  the  outcome  of  manufacturers' 
research  efforts  but  little  or  no  mention  of,  and  certainly  no 
emphasis  on,  those  products  is  given  by  the  author  of  this 
book,  whose  title  might  more  correctly  have  been  "A 
Denunciation  of  Drugs  and  the  Drug  Manufacturers."

Modernisation  has  come  to  an  old-fashioned  pharmacy  at 
377  Norwood  Road,  London,  S.E.27.  Indeed,  its  founder, 
William  Redpath,  would  no  longer  recognise  his  former 
surroundings,  though  he  was  in  his  day  a  go-ahead 
pharmacist  and  would  probably  have  approved  of  progress. 
The  old  fixtures  were  taller  than  the  new,  and  at  one  point 
their  removal  has  revealed  something  hidden  for  years:  A 
legend  painted  on  glass,  "  Teeth  Extracted."  Mr.  Peters,  the 
pharmacist  making  the  alterations,  agreed  that  that  was  an 
interesting  sidelight  on  the  past,  but  ...  it  has  had  to  go. 
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PRESCRIPTIONS 

"  Redpath 's "  has  been  part  of  the  scene  in  the  West 
Norwood-Tulse  Hill  area  for  almost  100  years.  William 
Redpath  started  there  in  1870,  retiring  in  1940  when  his  son 
Douglas  took  over  the  business.  William  was  aged  96,  and 
had  not  only  run  a  pharmacy  for  seventy  years,  but  also  a 
sub-post  office  for  sixty-eight  years  and  received  a  George  V 
Jubilee  Medal.  His  son  Douglas  soon  went  on  to  qualify  as 
a  doctor  but  he  retains  vivid  memories  of  his  remarkable 
father.  William  Redpath  was  short,  stocky  and  energetic.  He 
lived  his  life  by  the  clock  and  was  always  strictly  on 
time.  He  had  two  wives  and  nine  children,  of  whom  two 
sons  became  doctors,  two  were  chemists  and  two  dentists. 
Truly  Victorian,  he  was  a  dominant  character  who  never 
missed  a  day  at  business  and  never  missed  a  point  at  busi- 
ness. He  died  in  1945  in  South  Africa,  far  from  his  family 
and  the  pharmacy  he  had  founded  many  years  earlier  (and 
which  continues  under  his  name).  He  was  born  at  Rothbury. 
Northumberland,  "  one  of  the  Border  breed  who  run  a 
shuttle  service  between  Scotland  and  England,"  but  William 
was  to  come  much  further  south  when  his  apprenticeship 
with  Mr.  F.  Schofield  of  Morpeth,  ended.  Schofield  was  both 
chemist  and  doctor,  prescribing  for  farmers  and  supplying 
dips  and  various  compounds  for  sheep.  William  worked  for 
him  from  his  sixteenth  to  his  twenty-first  year.  In  1865  he 
bought  a  third-class  ticket  to  London  to  work  for  a  doctor 
in  Roupell  Park,  Streatham.  He  acted  as  dispenser,  accou- 
cheur and  general  assistant  (and  attended  post  mortems) 
till  1875.  By  1868  he  had  qualified  as  a  chemist,  and  planned 
to  set  up  his  own  business.  Now  only  the  name  of  the  busi- 
ness recalls  the  long  reign  of  its  founder.

FLUENZA  VIRUS  VACCINES. — (Admune 
iQ,  Influvac,  Invirin,  Flugcn).  These  are 
queous  forms  of  influenza  vaccine,  and  consist 
ssentially  of  inactivated  influenza  virus,  sus- 
ended  in  a  saline  vehicle.  They  are  products 
f  high  potency  and  low  toxicity  and  are  in- 
:nded  for  the  protection  of  individuals  who 
re  "  special  risk  "  patients,  i.e.,  those  with 
(ironic  pulmonary  disease,  chronic  heart 
isease,  and  others  for  whom  protection  is 
ansidered  advisable,  such  as  hospital  staff 
nd  transport  workers.  As  most  of  the  popula- 
on  has  already  been  exposed  to  influenza 
iruses,  the  injection  of  inactivated  virus  vac- 
ine  acts  as  a  secondary  stimulus.  A  high  level 
f  protective  antibodies  occurs  in  about  two 
eeks  after  injection,  reaching  a  peak  in  about 
month.  Adequate  levels  arc  maintained  for 
eriods  of  three  to  six  months.  A  vaccination 
rogramme  can  reduce  the  incidence  of  influ- 
nza  as  much  as  75  per  cent,  when  compared 
ith  an  unvaccinated  group.  Anti-influenza 
accines  of  the  aqueous  type  are  usually  well- 
)Ierated,  but  the  period  of  protection  they 
ive  is  not  long,  and  an  attempt  was  made 
I  the  recent  past  to  prepare  oil-containing  vac- 
ines.  Those  "  oil-adjuvant  "  vaccines  were  of 
larkedly  increased  potency,  and  gave  immu- 
ity  extending  over  one  year.  Such  emulsified 
accines  could  be  given  by  intramuscular  in- 
:ction  only  and  their  use  was  occasionally 
Jllowed  by  local  side-effects.  Pending  further 
ivestigation  of  that  problem,  oily  vaccines 
ave  been  withdrawn.

thetic  nervous  system  has  two  types  of  recep- 
tors, both  of  which  are  stimulated  by  adrena- 
line. The  alpha-receptors  are  associated  with 
the  activity  of  smooth  muscle,  and  can  be 
stimulated  by  noradrenaline  as  well  as  adrena- 
line. The  activity  of  cardiac  muscle,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  linked  with  the  beta-receptors, 
and  can  be  stimulated  by  isoprcnaline.  Adrena- 
line can  increase  the  activity  of  cardiac  muscle 
to  a  point  where  oxygen  demand  exceeds  the 
supply,  and  a  similar  state  occurs  in  angina 
pectoris.  A  blockade  of  the  bcta-reccptors 
would  therefore  inhibit  such  activity,  reduce 
oxygen  demands  and  relieve  cardiac  insuffici- 
ency. The  first  effective  drug  to  be  used 
therapeutically  was  pronethalol  (2-isopropyI- 
amino-l-(2-naphthyl)cthanol)  but  possible  toxic 
effects  associated  with  its  prolonged  use  have 
led  to  the  introduction  of  the  more  powerful 
and  less  toxic  propranolol. 
PREGAMAL.  —  Constituents:  Ferrous  fumaratc 
and  folic  acid.  Ferrous  fumarate  is  one  of  the 
most  acceptable  of  iron  salts  being  well  tol- 
erated, rapidly  absorbed,  and  having  a  much 
greater  iron  content  than  other  common  iron 
salts  used  therapeutically.  It  is  therefore  of 
value  in  the  anaemia  of  pregnancy,  as  some 
deficiency  of  iron  often  occurs  during  the  later 
months.  Megaloblastic  anjemia  due  to  a  defici- 
ency of  folic  acid  may  also  occur,  especially 
if  the  iron  reserves  of  the  body  are  low. 
Such  an  ana;mia  is  slow  in  development  and  is 
a  sign  of  earlier  lack  of  folic  acid.  The  pre- 
vention of  the  megaloblastic  anasmia  of  preg- 
nancy therefore  requires  an  adequate  intake 
of  folic  acid  from  an  early  stage,  and  for  that 
reason  combined  iron  and  folic  acid  therapy  is 
now  used  as  a  prophylactic  measure.  It  should 
be  noted  that  Pregamal  is  intended  for  prophy- 
lactic use  in  pregnancy  only.  It  is  not  suitable 
for  the  treatment  of  megaloblastic  ansrnia.

CHLORPHENTERMINE  S.A.  has 
been  shown  to  be  of  value  as  an  adjunct 
to  dietary  measures  in  producing  loss  of 
weight  in  obese  patients  attending  a 
hospital  clinic  at  regular  intervals  for 
three  months.  In  a  double-blind  trial 
carried  out  at  Glasgow  Royal  Infirm- 
ary, forty  patients  were  given  75  mgm. 
tablets  of  the  active  drug  or  a  placebo. 
They  were  instructed  to  take  one  tab- 
let first  thing  in  the  morning  and  to 
adhere  to  an  800-calorie  diet.  After 
three  months,  patients  on  chlorphenter- 
mine  showed  a  mean  loss  of  weight  of 
13-9  lb.  compared  with  4-6  lb.  for  those 
on  the  placebo.  At  the  end  of  the  hos- 
pital trial  period,  both  groups  were 
given  chlorphentermine  by  their  gen- 
eral practitioners  for  a  further  three 
months.  The  mean  loss  of  weight  of 
the  "  active-drug  "  group  did  not  alter, 
while  the  placebo  group"s  mean  weight 
loss  increased  to  7-8  lb.  The  difference 
was  not  statistically  significant  however 
due  to  the  wide  scatter  of  the  results. 
(B.M.J. ,  August  21,  p.  453.) 

The  use  of  Enavid  (norethynodrel 
and  mestranol)  in  the  prevention  of 
abortion  should  be  abandoned,  states 
a  worker  at  the  University  of  Leeds. 
His  conclusion  is  based  on  the  results 
of  a  trial  closed  at  ten  patients  because 
the  drug  seemed  to  be  having  an  ad- 
verse effect.  Ten  pregnant  patients  with 
a  previous  history  of  abortion  were 
given  Enavid  and  seven  healthy  babies 
were  delivered,  two  patients  again 
aborted  and  there  was  one  intrauterine 
death.  Those  results,  states  the  author, 
compared  with  those  to  be  expected 


from  supportive  therapy  (psychological, 
by  discussion  and  encouragement) 
alone,  suggest  that  Enavid  is  ineffective 
in  reducing  the  incidence  of  abortion. 
All  patients  in  the  series  showed  salt 
crystals  in  the  cervical  smear  before 
treatment  (the  crystals  are  normally 
present  at  ovulation  but  their  presence 
early  in  pregnancy  is  associated  with 
a  50  per  cent,  abortion  risk  in  the  un- 
treated patient).  In  the  study,  the  cry- 
stallisation was  reduced  in  three 
patients,  unchanged  in  two,  and  in- 
creased in  four  patients.  The  increase 
was  shown  probably  due  to  the  tablets : 
"  The  opposite  of  the  desired  effect." 
(Lancet,  August  21,  p.  362.) 

Six-monthly  intramuscular  injections 
of  sodium  antimonyl  dimercaptosucci- 
nate,  at  a  dosage  of  10  mgm.  per  kilo 
of  body-weight,  has  been  found  to  be 
the  best  regimen  for  treating  children 
found  to  be  infected  with  Schistosoma 
hamatobium.  The  trial,  carried  out 
among  schoolchildren  in  Tanzania  and 
reported  from  the  Ross  Institute  of 
Tropical  Hygiene,  London,  compared 
the  use  of  the  drug  with  sodium  anti- 
monyl gluconate  and  lucanthone  hydro- 
chloride. (Lancet,  August  21,  p.  354.) 

Chlormethiazole  (Heminevrin)  has 
been  shown  to  be  valuable  in  the  treat- 
ment of  withdrawal  symptoms  in  alco- 
holics, report  workers  at  St.  Bernard's 
Hospital,  Southall.  Middlesex.  Their 
finding  is  based  on  a  controlled  trial 
of  ninety-seven  patients  in  which  the 
drug  was  compared  with  a  placebo.  No 
serious  side  effects  were  observed. 
(B.M.J.,  August  14,  p.  401.) 


The  following  comments  on  drugs 
appear  in  Drug  and  Therapeutics  Bul- 
letin :  Kinidin  Durules.  For  reversion 
of  atrial  fibrillation  seems  less  likely 
to  be  effective  than  ordinary  quinidine.
